CHESS MEN PREVAIL AT MECHANICS' 

San Francisco, Calif. 

The embattled chessmen of Me¬ 
chanics 1 Institute checkmated 
their board of trustees. 

At the annual meeting, attended 
by 250 of a membership of 5500, 
two resolutions passed almost un¬ 
animously: 

Resolved it is the sense of this 
meeting that (l)the trustees con¬ 
tinue the conduct and operation 
of the chessroom as formerly; and 
(2) that the chessroom be placed 
in a good state of order and re¬ 
pair and be kept that way in the 
future. 

The meeting was punctuated by 
sharp outbursts from the floor. 

One man, who wouldn't give his 
name, charged the meeting waB 
packed by chess players. 

William P. Barlow, one of the 
knights of the chossroom, retorted 
vigorously: 

"At most general meetings the 
trustees have to send up to the 
chessroom in order to get a quorum" 

There was no mention during the 
mooting of the chess players' 
mode of dress. Charges by the 
trustees lost month that the chess 
playors were inelegant and seedy 
looking, started one of the bit¬ 
terest dobats of the Institute's 
93 year history.
